These are blood-fiutkitiv' parasiten 
and, by bitiiiK the lioi; a ul abstract 
ing hliX)d. they cause a f;''oil deal of 
irritation of i!ic skin. The animal 
rubs (111 posts ami other objects and 
the coal look.s rough and harsh. The 
parasite and eggs are ea.iily found 
upon examination The parasites ar^ 
transmitted from one animal to an- 
other by contact, or by contact with 
Inflected bedding or iiu.irters.

provided the alaaping (tuarters are 
thoroughly cleaned and disinfected. 
In dipping to kill lice, the coal-tar 
dips of the creoline type are better 
than lime and sulphur. If the hog 
wallows are kept \w!ll niled with wa- 
ter, to nbich some of the creoliue 
dips are added every ten days, the 
swine will usually free themselVes 
from the lice. Another good way ot 
combating the parasites is to tie 
'gunnysacks or other coarse cloths 
around nibMBf aaau aad kaay tkaaa 
cloths iatatoSsi aitik atada imsmI^ 
um. 

There are many coal-tar "dips" on 
the market. They are made from the 
products of the distillation of coal tar 
and have a rariaty of trade names. 
Creoline ia one ot these preparations 
They are all dark-colored liquids 
with a strong coal-tar odor and when 
mixed with water form a milky white 
or slightly br^wniek enmlaioa. We 
have tried several Uada wltk ex- 
cellent results. Practically aB drug- 
gists have these dips, but wa would 
advise using a dip mode by a well- 
known and reliable firm. Theeo dtps 
ahould be used at the strength of 
one part of the dip to forty or fifty 
parts of water If rain water Is ob- 
tainable It Is preferred to "hard" wa- 
ter. These dips should be used warm. 

There should be a dipping vat on 
every hog farm. They feiay be made 
of wood, galvanised iron or cement. 
They are set in the ground at a con- 
veuient place so that there ia good 
surface drainage away from the vat. 
A gop<l sire for a large vat Is ten feet 
long on top, eight feet long on the bot- 
tom, and two feet wide on top. The 
end where the hogs enter ihould be 
perpendicular and the other end in- 
clined, with cleats, go that the hogs 
can emerge after swimming through. 
The entrance should bo by a slide. 
Such a tank is very usi ful whereever 
hogs are kept in numb'Ts, aa frequent 
dipping tends to keep the boga healthy 
aal fiaa tkom paiaattaa.

If your horses show 
any tendency toward the condition ap- 
ply u small amount of carbolized vase- 
line, benzolnated lard, or zinc oxide 
ointment, well rubbed Itito the af- 
fected parts.
